What is the purpose of the Rural

lema, he will not meet the farmers 
expectation and approval. He must 
t>e a man of thought, and of shrewd- 
ness and tact, as well aa h»ing 

qualified to prearh. He should 
have ■ college eduralion followed 
by a seminary course of two or 
three years, together with a wide 
range of knowledge of farm prob- 
lema and life. 

Do the seminary graduates go to 
the rountry pnrish with the inten- 
tion of making it a life work? When 
they do go do they understand the 
many problems of the rural com- 
munities? We ran only anawer 
"no." Their task as a country 
clergyman, a rommunity leader, is 
to understand the work of the 
rhurrh in the light of the total rural 
problem. He must be a student of 
large affairs, he must know his 
rommunity, the people, the indus- 
tries, the social life, as expressed in 
srhool, lodge, and families. He ran- 
not neglect his professional duty. 
All this means hard, untiring work 
for the minister, so the great need 
of the present day is ronsecrated 
leadership. The rural communities 
need leaders among the farmers 
themselves, leaders in eduration. 
leaders in organization and reoper- 
ation. The rountry rhurrh is rail- 
ing for men of God to go forth to 
war against Ihe powers of evil that 
prey upon the hearts of men. The 
rhurrh needs men of vision, men 
who ran see through small thing* 
to the larger fundamental things. 
She needs practical men. men who 
ran bring things to pass, and secure 
results, men who regard institu- 
tions as but a means to an end. men 
who fear (lod more than injustire. 
She needs men who are trained, 
who ran come to their work with 
knowledge and power, men who 
have thought long and deeply upon 
the problems of rural life.

As the principal object! of summer 
cultivation are to liberate plant food 
and conserve soil moisture, the 
ground should be gone over once every 
week or ten days according to the 
frequency of rains The cultivation 
should he discontinued about the mid- 
dle of July as the trees are no long- 
er In a state of vigorous growth The 
fruit buds for the next year are at 
this time fully matured and the care 
of the trees can now be ended by the 
sowing of a cover crop of some kind 
When plowed under the next spring 
this crop supplies the necessary 
amount of humus, stores op nitrogen

Cabbage storing is rather simple 
and easy. The shrinkage la small. A 
cheaply constructed bank or hillside 
root cellar, or a basement under al- 
most any farm building. Is the only 
storehouse necessary. This should not 
be too dry and should be a place 
which could be kept at a temperature 
of about 40 or 60 degrees In the early 
part of the season. Thla Is often ac- 
complished by opening the doors to let 
In the cool night air and closing them 
to keep out the warmer air during the 
remainder of the day. liter, of course, 
the doors must be kept closed contin- 
uously. 

In storing, most growers place the 
heads In a cellar with all leaves and 
roots attached. Many market garden- 
era bave a better plan. Tbey cut off 
the stalk as though preparing the 
heads for market, but leave two or 
three rough leaves to protect the more 
tender parta. They then pack In or- 
dinary cabbage , rates and rack these 
crates up, leaving a gangway every 
third or fourth tier for air circula- 
tion. 

This work Is not particularly diffi- 
cult, and will certainly pay the grow- 
er well If it increasea the selling price 
of bia production eight or tenfold Kor 
the last few yeara, It has been market 
ed and harvested at from $5 to 1760 
a ton. The purchaser has stored it

For No. 2 you pay $16 for 71 
pounds of perfect seed, or $22.54 for 
100 pounds of perfect seed. 

In tbe above case you pay $1.26 for 
the privilege of planting seven 
pounds of weed seed on your farm.

I showed the wheat to several farm- 
ers, and all agreed that if there was 
any difference between the two plants, 
that it was in favor of the wheat 
where the 15 per cent phosphoric acid 
without potash was applied.

In this they are obeying the desire 
for existence which is the strong- 
est instinct of mankind. Only a 
small proportion of the human race 
rounds nut its tour of duty on this 
earth. Some people are born with 
poor bodies which they treat well. 
Barring nccidents they can live to 
a ripe old age. Some people are 
born with good bodies which they 
treat badly and some people are 
born with poor bodies which they 
treat badly. They don't last long. 

It is recorded that in Yorkshire in 
1501, Henry Jenkins was born. He 
died in 1070. cut off at the age of 
100. He remembered well the battle 
of Flodden Field. This occured in 
1513. when he was 12 years of age. 
The Register of Chancery and other 
courts show the administration of 
oaths to him 140 years prior to his 
death.
